Hoover Warning to Nation Same 
Speech He Made ll Years Ago 


VALLEY FORGE, Pa. 
OIE) 
— 
F o rm er President H erbert Hoover 
surprised an audience today by d e ­ 
livering a speech in which he w arn ­ 
ed that the nation was in “an hour 
of unusual stress and trial”- then 
confessed it was the same speech 
he had made 27 years ago. 


Hoover, here to receive the high­ 
est aw ard in the ninth annual Free 
dom s Foundation at Valley Forge 
aw ards program , said in the speech 
th at the United States was “beset 
w ith difficulties and confusions." 
B ut he said the crisis was only a 
“ passing trial,” from which the n a ­ 
tion would em erge stronger in the 
future. 


Then, at the conclusion of his 
prepared text, he adm itted he had 
m ade the same speech, “with slight 
elim ination of less pertinent p a ra­ 
g raphs,” on May 30, 1931, when the 
world “was in the depths of the 
greatest depression in our history.” 


T hat depression, he said, was 
“an inheritance from mistakes in 
the peace and afterm ath of de­ 
struction from the first world war. 
Likewise,” he said, “ we now in­ 
herit the m istakes of the peace 
and the afterm aths of destruction 
from the second world war. 


“O ur people are today again con­ 
fused and some are discouraged,” 
Hoover said. 
"But we rallied to 
a period of greatness (after the 
depression of the 1930s) as we will 
again today.” 


Hoover received $5,000 and the 
special George Washington honor 
medal for “ his wisdom and devoted 
service to the republic of the U nit­ 
ed States.” 


Recipients of four special free­ 
dom leadership awards were the 


Rev. Frederick Brown Harris, chap­ 
lain of the U. S. Senate; Lt. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, director of se­ 
lective service; Gen. C urtis E. Le 
May, Air Force vice chiel of staff, 
and Charles Stewart Mott, business­ 
man.

Leopold’s 
autobiography 
is 
his 
personal account of the “ Crime of 
the C entury," the senseless slay 
ing of a 14-year-old boy in 1924. 
The 53 year-old convict tells how 
he and his adored friend, Richard 
Loeb, tried to dem onstrate their 
contem pt for ordinary standards 
of behavior by m urdering a child 
at random . 


Leopold was 19, Loeb, 18, and 
both 
were 
intellectually 
gifted 
and wealthy 
Believing them selves 
ap art from and above society, they 
attem pted the “ perfect crim e." 
A neighbor boy, Bobby F ranks. 
was the victim of their “ super 
man* theories. 
The pair abducted 
Bobby and slew him with a chisel. 
They were captured within three 
days because Leopold left his glass­ 
es at the scene of the crime.

and W alter H. Judd (R Minn.). 


Henson

he believes th# 
farm ers “ and all A m erica" want 
his farm program and he won’t 
step out of office out of "concent 
for 
political 
fortunes of Individ* 
uals," 


Nettled 
by 
the implication of 
Henson's 
statem ent. Jensen de­ 
clared "H e doesn’t dare place me 
in that category If he does PII tell 
him off plenty 
I want him to re­ 
sign for the good of the farmer. 
I’m 
putting 
the 
welfare of our 
farm ers ahead of Republican poli­ 
tics or any other kind of politics.'* 


Miller 
announced plant to go 
over 
Henson’s 
head directly to 
President Eisenhower. He said he 
would 
advise 
his colleagues to 
“ take a group of three to five ami 
get an appointm ent with the Pres­ 
ident as soon as possible." 
He said the President would be 
told that keeping Benson in office 
might “ cause the defeat" of IO to 
25 GOP house members this year. 
Miller and Ju dd had called ob 
the secretary to tell him he hee 
become “ a symbol of low prices 
for farm ers, rightly or wrongly." 
They said the people of the p» 
lineally - potent farm belt 
are 
"quite concerned,” and agriculture 
is “ sick” and needs new blood. 
They said they did not ask Ben­ 
son directly to resign but left little 
doubt they felt he should quit to 
help save Republican seats in No­ 
vem ber. 
Their visit came after a meet­ 
ing T hursday of more than a score 
of Midwest COP congressmen con­ 
cerned over the near-defeat of Re- 
publican 
Alfred Quie in Minne­ 
so ta’s special congressional elec­ 
tion last Tuesday. In a traditional­ 
ly Republican district, Quie won 
by fewei than 700 votes. His op­ 
ponent, D em ocrat Eugene Foley, 
had conducted a down-with-Benson 
cam paign. 
Benson's statem ent said he in­ 
tended to stay on the job and fight 
for the 
P resid en t’s program of 
flexible price supports. 
“I 
will 
continue 
to pursue a 
course which I believe is best for 
our farm ers and fair to all our 
people," he said. “ As long as God 
gives 
me strength. I shall con­ 
tinue to do ail within my power 
to help our farm ers . . ." 
In announcing plans to take the 
issue directly to the White House, 
Miller noted that Benson said in 
his statem ent that he was a loyal 
Republican. 
“ His loyalty may cause the de? 
feat of Republicans,” Miller said. 
" T h a t’s distorting loyalty." 
Jensen said he has never asked 
that 
President 
Eisenhow er fir# 
Benson—and won't do so now. He 
indicated he didn't think such a 
move would accomplish anything. 
Eisenhower 
told a Republican 
meeting only last month he felt 
that Benson and all his other cab­ 
inet officers were doing a good 
job and he had no plans for re­ 
placing any of them.
